The newly ap¬ 
pointed directors were ordered to take 
their places, and the Legislative incum¬ 
bents notified that, in case of obstinacy 
on their part, military force would be 
used. We sincerely hope that nothing 
of inconvenience to the N. 0. Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb will result from 
these proceedings, and that tho affairs of 
the Institution will not be interrupted 
by this change of heads.

A dispatch from San Francisco, on 
Tuesday, says : The lynching of Torpey, 
the murderer of Mrs. Nicholson, near 
Monterey, last night, created great ex¬ 
citement in that city. The mob fastened 
the rope around Torpey’s neck and com¬ 
pelled him to stand in the box of a wag¬ 
on. He was then told that he must say 
all he wanted, for his time had come. 
Torpey addressed the crowd for half an 
hour. The lynchers then drove the wag¬ 
on away and left the man hanging by his 
neck to a limb of a tree, his feet almost 
touching the ground. The crowd seized 
the rope and drew Torpey up higher. 
Several of the lynchers drew pistols and 
fired into the body of the dying man. At 
last accounts the body was hanging and 
the mob watching the place. The afliiir 
caused intense excitement. For several 
hours armed men held possession of Mon¬ 
terey and declared they would take Tor¬ 
pey safely to Salinas lor trial. The jail 
guards offered no resistance, no shot were 
fired and no one injured. Torpey’s wife 
sister and mother were near the jail and 
witnessed the whole affair, and begged 
with prayers and tears the mob not to in¬ 
jure him. The leaders promised that 
Torpey should not be hurt. The mob 
numbered over 300 and were heavily 
armed. Torpey’s relatives live in this 
city and are well known here.

It 
may not be the same in ohe country as in 
another “ not the same in one nation as 
in another. In China it is not the same 
as in Russia, and in Japan it is not the 
svine as in Germany. The spirit of the 
age in the United States is not the same 
as it was during the last century, and the 
spirit of the age in England is not the | 
same as it was daring the time of Queen 
Elizabeth. 

As wo contemplate the spirit of the 
age that now characterizes many nations, 
we notice certain peculiarities. There is 
a, cry for more liberty than formerly. 
Universal freedom and universal tolera¬ 
tion are the demand of the time in which 
we live. Education for all is another 
feature ; and perhaps many years will not 
pass by before the education is made com¬ 
pulsory. I think the spirit of the age is 
working out gradually,but surely, against 
Church and State ; and we may live to 
see the day when an Established Church 
will not be found—not even in New 
York. The spirit of the age as it shows 
itself, is quite human ; in some aspects it 
is quite material. There is a good deal of 
the high-sounding about it ; a vast amount 
of pretension and fussiness ; altogether 
too much of painted emptihess. There 
is not sufficient depth, not sufficient rev¬ 
erence, not sufficient soul and sobriety. 
The spirit of the age, as looking towards 
religion, is touched with sentimentalism. 
There is a frail tenderness and prettiness 
about it; a kind of moonlight existence; 
an apparition life. The spirit of the age 
goes for change; as if everything that is 
new ought to be true. There is a good 
deal of restlessness, a good deal of the 
outward, a demand for that which is 
practical. .Observation, the sense-life 
and thinking, gilded civilization, weari¬ 
some pleasure, are striving for the ascend¬ 
ancy. There is a dash also at science; aj 
wonderful rush of power; the heavens 
expanding ; the earth opening ; law and) 
force grasping the immensity of being ; 
God shut out. The people are turned 
into the gulf stream, and that move# on.

natural, the way is death. Still, every 
manifestation of the spirit of the age is 
not wrong. There is misdirection, one- 
sidedness, a want of balance; but there 
are a wast .number of powers that may be 
used for good by a guiding hand. The 1 
thing is to find that guiding hand. 

Jn what way now does the spirit of the 
nge affect the Christian Church ? Im 
many respects it tends to weaken it.' 
There is a laxness seen everywhere. That 
laxness has entered the Church. There-, 
dgionjhat is wanted for these times is! 
nil elastic religion. Men do not wish to 
•be trammeled. The old stringency of 
< iod’s law will not answer. The Puritan 
vge is gone. Give us more liberty. Give 
us the religion of conscience. The Bib]'. 
says : “The people sat down to eat ana 
to drink, and rose up to play.” That is' 
v hat is wanted. Restraint, submission 
to authority, are vanishing away. The 
la wlessness of the nation has entered the 
i 'liurch. The grand thoughts of eternal, 
itstice, eternal holiness, the eternal God, 
are they governing and guiding our 
tv!rarch members ? Certainly not in every 
case. Who cap help seeing a want of 
r piritual tone, a want of steady principle, 
•’ want of moral daring, among the fol-j 
;! wers of Christ 1 Is there not now an 
attempt to compromise i Arc not men 
trying the impossible thing of being: 
worldlings and Christians at the same 
t ine—“lovers of pleasure,” as well as: 
'lovers of God 1 Are not even different 
churches competing with each other? 
N (| t competing in regard as to who shall, 
lie .the holiest, but competing in regard to. 
the width of the church dooi'1 Is not 
that the church for the time that can 
gi ve the greatest amount of worldliness, 
and the smallest amount of Christianity?; 
It would seem as if professedly Christian 
people were losing all hope in regard to 
the power of the gospel of Christ.
